lf the mortgage holder refuses E*« exchange and demands 
his higher interest the home-Ortner may appeal directly to 
his regional corporation office for a cash loan of 40 per 
cent of the appraised value of his property at 6 per cent 
interest. 


Still another method of relief is the provision tor cash loans 
at 5 per cent on unencumbered property tor the purpose of 
paying taxes or making needed repairs.
